SEEDS THAT MUST NOT GROW 


Discriminate. if 

In cold dictionary words, Webster says that to discriminate 
means to set apart as different. 

; If we are to accept that definition, we have all been. dis- 
criminated against at one time or another during our lives. 
Maybe because we were new in school; perhaps because our 
clothes were a bit out of style; or then again maybe our voice 
eee were different from our new friends or neigh- 

crs. 

The difference may have been a little more serious. Maybe 
we were marked as different because of our religious beliefs or 
because our parents were from the ‘‘old country.”’ 

Yes we have all been discriminated’’ against if we accept 
that definition. We have an inkling of what it means in the 
sense of being ‘‘different.’’ 

But Websters goes on to say that discrimination also means 
to treat unfairly or unequally. 

That is a different story 

Unfair and unequal treatment is generally reserved for 
those against whom we discriminate racially. 

It isn't a nice thing to say. But then it isn’t a nice thing 
to do. 

Don’t try for one minute to deny that racial discrimination 
exists right here in Upland. 

We need, only to go back a few months to the Carleton 
builders incident when a Mexican-American war veteran was 
denied the right to purchase a home in a new Upland sub- 
division. 

Public indignation defeated that move and the builder 
declared that another subdivision, to be built in the near future, 
would be open to all peoples, regardless of race. 

But the seeds of discrimination are here. 

What better gift could the people of the West End give 
this Christmas than one which would help dig up the seed 
of discrimination and plant in, it’s stead a strong root of under- 
standing and good will. 

You have that opportunity. 

The Mexican American Movement has reorganized and is 
about to embark on a campaign to raise funds for a new youth 
center.

last Nov. 9 after a 52-day strike. 


But as the midnight deadline

The strike was on, 
the fourth major mine shutdown 
this year.

LOWER TARIFFS? 

The American answer to the 
continuing dcllar deficit, with the 
clear implication that aid must 
continue to avert collapse, is to 
call for the integration of Europe. 
That is undoubtedly part of the 
answer. But whether it will solve 
the European problem ‘is highly 
doubtful. 

Far more than that is clearly 
necessary. If Europe is ever to 
get back into balance on imports 
and exports, then the United 
States must buy a lot more Euro- 
pean products, which means that 
American tariffs must come down. 
This means that some American 
manufacturers and some Ameri- 
can workers will be hurt. The 
billions going into the Marshall 
Plan could be used to cushion that 
hurt. And in the long run the 
|; American taxpayer would gain 
because European imports would 


mean lower prices. 
It is along these lines that 
thinking needs to be done. To 


}persist in the present pattern is 
to risk the loss of everything that 
has been won thus far. It is to 
risk a break between America and
